Fine nei of Old Irish Silver Acquired 
by the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


A LL those interested in the development 

of the silversmithing industry, 
whether as practical silversmiths or as col- 
find much material for study in the 
old Irish as well as the early 
English silversmiths, and among master- 
pieces of the latter country the work of 
Robert Caldérwood is particularly interest- 
ing. For this reason the recet.c acquisition 
by the Metropolitan Museum of Art of a 
beautiful epergne made by Calderwood, at 
Dublin, about 1750, is considered of ex- 
treme importance and a decided acquisi- 
tion to the other examples of Irish art in 
precious metals (both genuine and repro- 
ductions) already in possession of the mu- 
seum, 


lectors, 
work of the 


The epergne consists of seven different 


parts, and, as will be seen from the illus- 
tration on the front page, has a circular 
base resting on four claw feet decorated 


with flower baskets and four lions’ heads, 
which taper to a second ring. This ring 
in turn supports a simple dish which cor- 
responds to four small plates that rest 
upon arms branching out from the lions’ 
heads. 

The piece stands about 6% inches high 
and measures about 26% inches across, its 
weight being 158 oz. 12 dwt. In speaking 
of this subject a recent number of the 
Bulletin of the museum said: 

“Robert Calderwood was one of the most 
important Irish silversmiths of the middle 
of the 18th century, and his position in 
Ireland was similar to that of Lamerie in 
England, whose influence is_ strongly 
marked in his work. Calderwood used the 
same rich ornamentation which was partly 
cast and partly repoussé, finished with chis- 
eling and engraving. Paul Lamerie seems 
to have been the first to introduce epergnes 
about the year 1735, and it would appear 
that the epergnes of Calderwood, who first 
made them in Ireland, were modeled on the 
same lines as those of Lamerie, but differed 
from them in the simplicity of the design 
and the conventional form of ornament. 
The early work,of Lamerie imitates wicker- 
work and resembles more closely the earlier 
form of cake baskets. 

“As Cripps has correctly observed, the 
epergne is only a more elaborate form of 
cake basket. In the next period of the 
craft we find the wickerwork supplanted 
by pierced ornamentation with chasing and 





repoussé work which was much in vogue in 
the middle of the 18th century. The pres- 
ent example differs from the English work 
in that the perforated decoration does 
not appear in the upper plates but is con- 
fined to the ornamental base, one step 
farther removed from the basket form. 
“Literature on the subject mentions only 
one or two other pieces by Calderwood, 
some of which have ‘appeared in sales at 
different times, but there are two fine ex- 
amples of this master’s work in the South 
Kensington Museum (Salling collection)— 
one a porringer, the other a muffineer. As 


the name indicates, the epergne originated 
in France, probably under Louis XIV., and 
from this source it reached England and 


Ireland. It is sometimes incorrectly called 
surtout de table, a term which does not 
necessarily mean a centerpiece surrounded 
by smaller plates. Epergnes were made 
in England and Ireland between 1730 and 
1780, where they were usually called cen- 
terpieces, but there are comparatively few 
extant, not more than 10, and so far as is 
known the present piece and its companion 
in Trinity College are the only examples 
of Irish ontgnes of this a" 


Art Porcelain as an Imperial Gift. 


GRATIFYING proof of the renewal 

of the high appreciation of art porce- 
lain is afforded by the instances in which 
this noble product is selected as a gift of 
honor. For this purpose were recently em- 
ployed some superb specimens produced at 
the Royal Porcelain Works at Meissen. As 
is now’ reported, the Kaiser has just pre- 


sented the English general field-marshal 
and special envoy, Lord Roberts, with a 


vase from the royal porcelain factory in 
Berlin. The vase displays on the one side 
the portrait of the Kaiser and on the other, 
in two separate, adjacent medallions, pic- 
tures of the royal palace in Berlin and 
the new palace at Potsdam. Under both 
medallions appear the Kaiser’s initials, sur- 
mounted by a crown. 

The vase can be turned on its pedestal, 
so that both sides can be seen without the 
observer having to change his position.

ited at the southeastern corner of that 
thoroughfare and Maiden Lane. It was 
known as the Oswego Market and re- 
placed a similar institution removed in 
\771 and located one block to the south 
m Broadway. The account of the latter 
Ss interesting as indicating the development 
of the town and supplying a view of the 
immediate neighborhood: that forms the 


ture of small stores. Objection was made 
to the country wagons that congregated 
around the market and almost precluded 
passage along the narrow thoroughfare on 
either side of it. Many efforts were made 
to have it removed by legislative authority, 
and finally this was accomplished in 1771, 
the place being indicted as a nuisance. 

Thereupon a new market bearing the

same name was erected at Maiden Lane, 
its main front being on the latter street. 
Thus Maiden Lane was made to relieve 
Liberty St. of the objectionable features 
that characterized the market originally 
located at the lower thoroughfare. In 
view of the arguments that were used 
against the older establishment, one well 
may wonder in what respect the general 
neighborhood was improved by transfer- 
ring the nuisance from Liberty St. to 
Maiden Lane. 

The market at the lower end of Maiden 
Lane was a well-known establishment fre- 
quently mentioned in old writings and re- 
joicing under the title of “Fly Market.” 
The first portion of its title was derived 
from the term “Smith’s Fly,” referred to 
in a previous chapter. In the course of 
time two or three other market houses 
were erected in the neighborhood, thus 
giving the vicinity prominence as a market 
section. All the buildings of this char- 
acter, according to the records, were de- 
molished about the year 1821. It may be 
interesting to add that the old “Fly Market 
butchers” formed an important body. They 
were required to know not only every- 
thing that related to the animal for 
slaughter, but were men of character and 
probity. From among their ranks alder- 
men and city officials were chosen, and 
during the Revolution they assisted the 
good cause in various effective ways. 

Concerning the status of the jewelry 
trade of New York 150 years ago, an idea 
is obtainable from the following card that 
appeared in The New York Weekly Post 
Boy of March 25, 1751: 

“Gentlemen and Ladies who want any Dia- 
mond Rings, Mourning, Fancy, Enamell’d, or 
Motto do., Stone Buttons set in Gold, Ear-rings, 
Solitairs, Stay Hooks, Seals or Lockets; may 
be faithfully served, in the cheapest Manner, by 
Charles Dutens, at Mrs. Eastham’s, near the 
Long Bridge. He also sets Rubies, Saphires, 
Diamonds, Emeralds, or any other kind of 
stones, after the newest Fashion, to the best 
Advantage.”’ 

Somewhat of a conception of the scope 
of the optical craft is likewise supplied by 
an announcement in the same journal is- 
sued May 14, 1753, worded in this fashion: 

“Notice is hereby given that the Widow of 
Balthaser Sommer, late from Amsterdam, now 
lives next Door to Mr. Lefferts, on Pot Baker’s 
Hill, in Smith Street, New York, Grinds all 
sorts of Optic Glasses to the greatest perfection, 
such as Microscope Glasses, Spying Glasses of 
all Lengths, Spectacles, Reading Glasses, for 
near-sighted People or others; Also Spying 
Glasses of three Feet long, which are to be 
set on a Common Walking Cane, and yet be 
carried in a Pocket Book; all at the most rea- 
sonable Rates.’’ 


After Independence (1783-1800.) 
Ten years after the Colonists asserted 
their independence an enterprising indi- 
vidual, one David Franks, issued a New

The directory proper comprised the 
names of 753 individuals, together with 
their addresses and, jn many instances, their 
vocations. It is pertinent to remark that 
this booklet sufficed until the year 1793, 
during which time, either because of ina- 
bility or lack of necessity, the publisher 
did not attempt a second edition. 

From this interesting pamphlet issued in 
1786 it has been made possible to recon- 
struct Maiden Lane as it then appeared, a 
plan of which is herewith appended:

It is evident, from an examination of 
the vocations of those who occupied the 
dwellings in Maiden Lane in 1786, that 
the majority were merchants. It was the 
custom at that time to combine living and 
business quarters under one roof, proof 
of which is furnished by the presence of 
two grocers, a milliner and shoemaker in 
close proximity to the shopkeepers. It 
will be noted that at No. 13 a goldsmith 
had located his establishment, while at No. 
33 a watchmaker had hung out hig sign. 
If those pioneers could return and pass 
along the street that they used to journey 
through when two-story frame houses 
lined the way, and could gaze upon the 
closely: built, massive structures and the 
brilliant displays in the windows of to- 
day, how they would stare in amazement 
and be lost in speechless astonishment at 
the progress ,that time and enterprise have 
achieved !

It appears from this compilation that 
the popular thoroughfare of the watch- 
makers was Queen St. (Pearl St.), while 
Broadway was favored by three goldsmiths 
and one silversmith. The entire craft 
composed a total of 22 representatives. 

That Maiden Lane had attained a posi- 
tion of some consequence at this period 
is established by the fact that Attorney 
General Egbert Benson made his head- 
quarters at No. 22; that the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court and the Register were lo- 
cated at No. 49; one of the Clerks in 
Chancery at No. 59, and several lawyers 
within a few doors of the foregoing ofh- 
cials. 

The same directory, in addition to the 
foregoing details, makes mention of a 
Gold and Silversmiths’ Society, which 1s 
given publicity in the following .manner :

This society figured in the famous Ham- 
ilton Parade of 1788, the first and most 
remarkable of business men’s political pro- 
cessions. It is worth recalling the cir- 
cumstance that led to this demonstration. 

Although the Colonists had won their 
independence, the form of government 
adopted had proved utterly inadequate, and 
after peace was established matters grew 
worse. It became evident.that a real and 
strong union was essential, but the mass 
af the people were slow to realize this 
necessity. However, events such as an 
outbreak of an armed rebellion in Massa- 
chusetts and similar disturbances grad- 
ually made an impression on the citizens 
of the new nation. It seems natural to 
us of the present day to look upon the 
Constitution as the natural companion 
piece of the Declaration of Independence, 
but it required a strenuous campaign to 
secure its adoption. It was during the 
period of the foundation of the Federal 
Government that the Hamilton Parade was 
organized 

In this important crisis New York City 
played an important part and furnished 
such brilliant Federalist leaders as Alex- 
ander Hamilton, John Jay and Gouverneur 
Morris. These strong and pure patriots 
were able to swing the city into line in 
favor cf the project of a closer union. 
New York State as a whole,. however, 
was in opposition. During this momentous 
time Hamilton and Jay, aided by Madison, 
wrote and published The Federalist, “a 
book that ranks among the ablest and best 
that have ever been written on politics 
and government.” 

The artisans, mechanics and merchants 
of the city strongly favored the Federal 
Constitution and looked upon Hamilton as 
their particular champion. To assist him 
in his cherished plan and to help along 
the good cause, they organized in the 
Summer of 1788 a monster procession 
while the State convention was deliberat- 
ing as to the course it would adopt. The 
great feature of the parade was the Fed- 
eral ship Hamilton, drawn by 10 horses. 
It was a 32-gun frigate in miniature, 27 
feet long, fully rigged and manned by 30 
seamen and marines. Thirteen guns from 
her deck gave the signal to start and 
fired salutes from time to time during the 
procession. A personator of Columbus, 
surrounded by woodmen with axes, farm- 
ers in their farm clothes, the Society of 
the Cincinnati, delegates representing the 
prominent trades of the city and the fac- 
ulty and students of the University joined 
in the famous parade. 

Prominent in the procession were the 
gold and silversmiths, carrying a standard 
surmounted by a gold Federal eagle. It 
is particularly interesting to ascertain: the 
emblematical arms of the craft, which 
were emblazoned on white silk. The crest

It is worthy of note that at this time 
Washington, having been inaugurated 
President in 1789, became a resident of 
New York City, which, as capital of the 
young nation, assumed a new importance. 
Congress met in Federal Hall, the site of 
the present Sub-Treasury in Wall St. 
Washington’s residence was a commodious 
dwelling house in Cherry St. On his way 


to and fro from the original “White 
House” to the first “Capitol” the Presi- 
dent’s way lay along Pearl St. Having 


passed Golden Hill, he came upon Maiden 
Lane, and as he glanced up its gentle 
slope toward Broadway he beheld a prom- 
ising thoroughfare, in which, as we have 
observed, there was gathered a consider- 
able number of merchants, lawyers and 
public officials. One of the most fash- 
ionable sections of the town at that time 
was Pearl St. from John St. to Hanover 
Square.

Dainty Novelties in Silver and Gold Chalices, Caskets, Etc., Shown at the Autumn Salon 
at the Grand Palais, 








Paris, Nov. 1—The feature of the Au- 
‘umn Salon at the Grand Palais is the dec- 
‘ative art emanating from the artists of 
Munich. There are entire rooms furnished, 
and also quite a showing of gold and silver 
objects from first-class goldsmiths and also 
from the pupils of the Royal Academy, 
much of the latter meritorious. 

As the cases in which were displayed the 
jewelry and silverware of French cratts- 
men were not far distant, one was enabled 
to judge of the merits of the two schools. 
Without prejudice it was decidedly in favor 
of the French. The style of the Germans 
is heavy and often cumbersome, while at 
the samme time revealing great technical 
skill and redundancy of ornamentation. As 
to design, it was occasionally good, but in 
the majority of cases lacked the imagina- 
tive side for which the French are justly 
renowned. 

there were gold, silver and gilt chalices, 
beakers and various ornaments for the 
table, large, showy and revealing the influ- 
ence of early Byzantine art as noticeable 
as ancient church vessels. There were a 
number of jewel caskets which recalled 
those of the chatelaine of the Moyen Age, 
und which seemed solid enough to resist 
the efforts of even the most skilful bur- 
glar. One shaped like a coffer had the 
sides of some semi-opaque milky quartz 
put together with gilded bars set with 
malachite and pearls. The shelving, gilded 
sides were carved in relief, and in the flat 
top were set three great oblong bosses of 
rough rock crystal. Another receptacle for 
jewels was incrusted with amazonite cabo- 
chons, while in the top glowed like a flame, 
a flat slab of garnet at least three inches 
long. 

Good as to execution and simple as to 
design was a gilt fruit dish with, on each 
side, ear-like handles to lift it by, set with 
dull pale tepaz, from which depended two 
large rings like the golden bracelets of a 
Nautch dancer. The ciselé base was stud 
ded with bosses of moonstone and am 
ethyst. 

From the Ecole Royale de Munich, a 
nautilus shell silver-bound intended to hold 
flowers, and which was sustained on the 
back of a gilt dolphin. A splendid center- 
piece for the banquet table showed the fine- 
ly modeled figure of a bronze centaur up- 
lifting on his hands a gold-lined Nautilus 
shell, which a weird figure in silver, his 
legs mottled with blue and green enamel, 
was attempting to wrest from his grasp. 

For jewelry, silver appeared to be the 
preferred medium, a number of belt 
buckles, cloak clasps and medallions of the 
archaic type, severe and but little elab- 
orated, but to a certain extent interesting. 
Malachite, jade, lapis, moonstones and 
opal matrix were the favorite stones. 
Striking was a necklace composed of a 
couple of silver chains held together with 
almost flat and circular pieces of opal 
matrix, the clasp of larger stones. Down 
the center were two chains connected by 
three opals of splendid varying hues, which 

c 


hung low on the bust. Of similar style 
was one where opals were supplanted by 
lapis lazuli. More refined and delicate was 
a double gold chain with between, at inter- 
vals, moonstones as large as a pea, and 
which was a simple and girlish ornament. 

A showy and handsome corsage parure 
consists of several narrow gold chains 
linked together with fire opals and pearls. 
At one end was a large oval brooch of 
gold ajour with an immense opal in the 
center, while smaller stones were grouped 
around. To hold it on the other shoulder 
was a circular brooch in the same style, 
but set with sapphires. Very original was 
a shield-shaped plaque within the middle 
a great straw-colored topaz, which might 
have been mistaken for a diamond. It was 
rimmed with French blue enamel with a 
number of gold claws holding the stone in 
place. For about the width of an inch 
were small pearls so closely and flatly set 
that the effect was almost like a mosaic 
pavement. “A bracelet an inch in width 
was of a golden lattice work, and connect- 
ing the bars were small emeralds and 
larger pearls, with a center stone an em- 
erald with clasps of the same. 

In the French section of decorative art 
there was not an abundance of objects ex- 
posed. However, Lalique had on exhibi- 
tion a number of artistic objects in jewelry 
excelled in his usual artistic manner. All 
of them were parures for the throat. One 
consisted of a narrow gold band, from 
which hung a series of large leaf-shaped 
ornaments of amber shell with open over- 
decoration in a dark, rich brown, while 
between were smaller ones. There were 
also semi-circular narrow pieces of gold 
thickly set with brilliant.. Two other neck- 
laces were formed of golden circlets, from 
which were suspended closely all around 
narrow gold rods of two sizes, the longest 
measuring about two inches, tipped with a 
pearl as big as a pea. The other with sim- 
ilar pendant rods terminated; in bell-like 
ends, the inside finished with dark green 
enamel. <A_ noticeable pendant was the 
head of a grotesque, grinning Bacchus, 
carved in relief on a piece of amazonite 
two inches square, with tiny bunches of 
emerald grapes about the ears. 

Jean Beraud’s work is always good, and 
his originality was demonstrated in a neck- 
lace made of a succession of tiny gold 
leaves overlapping each other and sparsely 
studded with yellow and gray pearls, the 
whole thing almost an inch in width. Se- 
verely plain but artistic was a ring of dark 
purple amethyst set in a thick circle of 
cable cords. Another a large and square 
3razilian topaz rimmed in dead gold and 
black enamel punctuated with points of tur- 
quoise. 

Frollot, who is distinctly Art Nouveau 
in his tastes, had on view a singular comb 
made of dark brown wood, the top carved 
in conventionalized locusts wings and twigs 
with tiny berries of old ivory. It was 
rather archaic, but not lacking in merit. 
Of quiet elegance was a pendant of oblong 


shape set with a long and narrow moss 
agate surrounded by rude silver bosses. 
Very striking was a golden chain as fine as 
a thread from which depended a pendant; 
the top at least a finger wide, consisted of 
a couple of scarabeus wings in dark brown 
horn with in the center a honey-colored 
topaz an inch square, from this in turn 
hung a long and very slender topaz rimmed 
in dead gold. 

Some of the silversmiths have a fancy 
for using wood and silver in conjunction, 
Jean Brunon running to this style. He 
exhibited a platter, or rather two, made of 
some exquisitely grained exotic wood, while 
set at intervals around the flat border were 
circular plaques of brass with bees in flight. 
The other was the same, with the excep- 
tion that the plaques were of old dull sil- 
ver. Metal wire was worked in geometric 
figures about the edge, and here and there 
were small green-blue Oriental turquoises. 
There were a few good handbags, two of 
dark brown mottled leather quite unorna- 
mented, save that the thinnest silver wire 
was run in lines from top to bottom.

Paris Pearl Market. 


Paris, Oct. 31—The Paris pearl market 
during the last two months has shown 
varying tendencies. September started in 
with a very lively demand, and pearls of 
fine quality went up to record-breaking 
prices. Dealers from all countries seemed 
to be anxious to get the gems even at 
these top prices, and a large quantity was 
sold. During the second half of September 
the market did not remain as strong, and 
the month finished rather quietly. The 
prices for fine goods having gone so high, 
things were at a standstill for a short time. 

In medium and inferior goods, values 
progressed at a rate that was astonishing, 


-equalling almost that of the very fine 


qualities. 

October’s business was not as good as 
it should be, but to some extent this con- 
dition was caused by the general railroad 
strike, which for a time stopped all traffic, 
-nterfered with all lines of trade and kept 
all buyers away except those who abso- 
lutely had to be here. 

The next week or so, it is believed, will 
be quiet, but later on the trade looks for 
brisk business to supply the holiday de- 
mand of pearls, which it is expected will 
be strong. G&G. kK. 


Price of Radium. 


IR WILLIAM RAMSAY recently an- 
nounced that radium now _ costs 
$2,100,000 an ounce, which price is slightly 
less than the vaiue given by him about a 
year ago, as $2,500,000.

As a matter of fact, the actual 
quantity is not now much greater. 

Radium banks have been established in 
Paris and London for the purpose of lend- 
ing radium at a price. As much as $200 
has been charged for the use of 100 milli- 
grammes for a_ single day.—Scientific 
American.

Lonpon, Oct. 31—My report last month 
as to the improving trade is well borne 
out by the information I have received 
from all parts of the kingdom. Manu- 
facturers have felt thoroughly justified in 
starting to work with zeal in order to make 
up for the depletion of their stocks and 
be prepared for an emergency. Birming- 
ham, where you will find more grumblers 
than in any other center, generally ex- 
presses, through the mouths of its manu- 
facturers, considerable satisfaction with the 
regular boom which it is experiencing just 
at present. Sheffield is satisfied, while in 
the north, although trade is not so good as 
in the south, wholesalers and retailers ex- 
press satisfaction. The Irish trade is not 
quite so good as it might be, but there is 
considerable confidence in the coming sea- 
son’s trade. The government returns for 
September’s trade emphasize the generally 
expressed opinion in commercial circles. 
The imports for September show an in- 
crease of #£2,124,000, while the exports 
show an increase of £4,163,000, and the to- 
tal exports for the first nine months of the 
year have increased by over £32,200,000. 
The increase in the bank rate is causing 
considerable consternation, rising as it did 
on Oct. 20 to 5 per cent.

We hear a good deal about synthetic 
and manufactured gems just now and it 
would be well if I warned my American 
readers against the tricks which have been 
played on this side by the sale of imita- 
tion aquamarines, emeralds and _peridots. 
It is alleged by the persons hawking these 
things round to both wholesalers and re- 
tailers that they are synthetically produced 
gems and in every way of the same quality 
as the mined stone. Quite a number of 
people have been defrauded by the plausible 
statements of the seller, who has actually 
offered to give a written guarantee as to 
the bonafides of the gems. When it is 
remembered that neither of the gems men- 
tioned have yet been synthetically pro- 
duced the ignorance of those who have 
been defrauded appears ridiculous as well 
as lamentable.

Fashion both here and in Paris decrees 
that the best diamond mounts should be 
set in platinum and—platinum is over £8 
per ounce. It is, of course, an ideal set- 
ting for brilliants, but it is heavy and also 
difficult to work, thus considerably en- 
hancing the cost of producing a mount. 
But its use pays all parties; the effects ob- 
tainabie soft and_ satisfactory. 
Even where large colored stones are in- 
troduced a platinum setting is frequently 
used, not always with the best effect, for 
in some instances gold gives the best color 
combination. It is the fashion also to 
make the shanks of rings in platinum de- 
spite the fact that oxidized silver gives the 
same effect. Platinum cases are also in 
vogue for ladies’ flat pendant watches, and 
I have seen some extremely delightful

specimens of the watchcase makers’ art 

in the gray metal selling at the wholesale 

rate of from £75 to £100 per watch. And 

yet this is the day of the cheap watch! 
* * * 

Mentioning cheap watches reminds me 
that an innovation has been made on this 
side by the placing on the market of a 
silver cased watch, made at Coventry, for 
sale retail at 19s. 6d., the price being 
fixed by the manufacturers and the shop- 
keepers being bound under contract not to 
sell below the price. The watch is sold 
with a timing certificate and is guaranteed 
not to vary more than eight seconds per 
day when it leaves the factory. Again, 
mentioning cheap watches reminds me that 
Chas. Ingersoll is over here and _ that 
on Saturday, Oct. 29, the traveling and 
office staff of the British office will dine 
with him at the Trocadero restaurant. I 
have receéved a very cordial invitation, but 
fear that a previous engagement may pre- 
vent my being present.

The question of a fixed selling price for 
watches was first started here by the In- 
gersolls and they did not make much 
headway with the jeweler, but quickly 
found other traders willing to take side 
lines. Now the jeweler sometimes ex- 
presses the opinion that he made a mis- 
take. Certainly the action of the English 
retailers in making too much profit on 
English made watches, charging heavily 
for the name, was bad for the manufac- 
turer and helpful to the competing foreign 
manufacturer whose goods were sold at a 
smaller profit. The fixed price policy al- 
ters all. that and will in the end be best 
for both maker and seller if a reasonable 
profit is insured for both.

Liabilities and Assets of Rudolph Noel 
& Co., as Shown by Bankruptcy 
Schedules. 


Schedules in bankruptcy of Rudolph 
Noel & Co., formerly in business at 37 
Maiden Lane, New York, were filed in the 
United States District Court, New York, 
last Thursday and show liabilities of $48,- 
380, of which $13,825 are secured, and as- 
sets of $26,298. The assets consist of $1,438 
cash in the possession of the receiver; 
notes, $9,229; accounts, $2,519; stock, $3,347 
and other assets $9,763. 

Among the unsecured creditors named 
in the schedules are I. Hochberger, $2,974; 
Van Gelder Bros., $8,402; Levinson & 
Friedlander, $5,712: Stern & Driblatt, 
3,855; Goldmuntz Bros., $2,476; Ludwig 
Hirsch, $2,326; Alfred E. Hogg, $100; 
Joseph Zilver, $135. Most of these credit- 
ors hold notes of the bankrupt firm. The 
following secured creditors are listed; 
Joseph Zilver, $6,643; Levinson & Fried- 
lander, $1,248; Stern & Driblatt, $4,197; 
Goldmuntz Bros., $1,735; and the State 
Bank for moneys advanced to the bank- 
rupt firm. According to the schedules, in 
each instance the above mentioned security 
so far as known to the bankrupt, Max 
Hirsch, who signs these schedules in behalf 
of the co-partnership, consisted of promis- 
sory notes made by debtors or customers 
of the co-partnership to the order of the 
co-partnership and indorsed by it, and de- 
livered as security for the payment of the 
co-partnership indebtedness. Max Hirsch is 
unable to state the nature and extent of the 


securities any more definitely than as 
stated. 
An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 


was filed against Rudolph Noel & Co. in 
September and creditors claimed that they 
were unable to locate Mr. Noel, who was 
believed to be in Chicago. 








S. Zausmer, Waverly, N. Y., is attracting 
considerable attention to his show window 
by a special display of Howard watches.

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AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be. 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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Max Zeisel, New Castle, Pa., Files Vol- 
untary Petition in Bankruptcy at 
Pittsburg. 

PittsBpurG, Pa., Nov. 5.—A_ voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed a few days 
ago in the United States District Court 
by Max Zeisel, a jeweler, doing business 
at No. 9 E. Washington St., New Castle, 
Pa., who alleged that he was recently 
held up in Pittsburg and robbed of nearly 


$3,000 in cash and jewelry. It is now 
charged that the alleged bankrupt, who 
says his liabilities total $16,935.75, with 


assets of $19,544.99, deliberately set up 
the robbery story and circulated for the 
purpose of using it as a means to account 
ior missing assets. This is brought out 
in the petition filed by Arthur A. Hoff- 
man, of Heeren Bros. & Co., who asked 
for the appointment of a receiver. 

In his petition Mr. Hoffman avers that 
Zeisel four months ago made a_ signed 
statement showing that he had a net sur- 
plus of $4,000 in his business and accord- 
ing to schedules in his bankruptcy petition 
there is a deficit of $4,000, an alleged total 
loss of $8,000. He avers that Zeisel cir- 
culated a rumor that he was robbed of 
$2,700 in goods and cash in Pittsburg 
three weeks ago; that one of his clerks 
stole $1,650 from him in August, 1919. 
Mr. Hoffman then sets forth that he is in- 
formed and believes that the said bank- 
rupt’s stock was depleted and said alleged 
robbery and theft are used to account for 
missing assets. It is then set forth that 
as it is necessary for the preservation of 
said estate that a receiver be appointed to 
promptly investigate the affairs of the 
bankrupt and to take such steps as cir- 
cumstances may warrant, all of which 
statement is duly sworn to. 

The court acted on the suggestion by 
appointing A. C. Ellis, secretary of the 
Pittsburg Credit Men’s Association, as re- 
ceiver for the bankrupt. 

Che schedule filed by Zeisel shows that 
the following are creditors: Korones Bros., 
$553; Geo. B. Barrett Co., $390; M. Bonn 
Co., $400; Kingsbacher Bros., $177; Hee- 
ren Bros. & Co., $989; Landau Bros., $240; 
M. Tapolsky, Son & Co., $100; J. O. 
Colker, $249; S. & B. C. Weinhaus Co., 
$144; McKenna Brass Co., $49; Goorin, 
Shapira & Co., $94; Saffir & Blatt, $436; 
Leon Hirsch, $220; Baum Bros., $250; 
Empire Jewelry Co., $648; C. B. & J. War- 
ner, $238: M. Kameras, $115; Wolff Ehr- 
lich Co., $421; Rudolph Wurlitzer Co., 
$143; Fenerstone & Kopp, $289; Rockford 
Watch Co., $94; Robert H. Ingersoll & 
Bro., $72; New York Hat & Cap Co., $96; 
Zeman-Collins Shoe Co., $90; J. Staman

$130. A judgment against Zeisel for 
$1,500 is held by David Grodner. The 
bankrupt also owes $72 for wages. 

The schedule of assets show that he 
Owns several pieces of property. His 
home in Oakland Sq., Pittsburg, is valued 
at $7,500. It is a brick dwelling and is on 
a lot 30 by 100 feet. There is a mortgage 
of $4,000 on the property. He also owns 
lots at 15 and 17 Wooster St., Pittsburg, 
having a frontage of 27 feet by 70 feet 
deep on which are erected ‘two. brick 
dwellings of 7 rooms each. This property 
is valued at $7,200. Where are two mort- 


gages against it. The first is held by the 
Provident Life & Trust Co., of Philadel- 
phia, for $2,500 and the second by Rosen- 
field & Friedman for $1,100, which is due 
Aug. 1, of this year. The first mortgage 
is not due until April, 1912. 

The bankrupt sets forth that George 
Pollock, of London, Eng., owes him $1,650 
money alleged to have been stolen last 
August; that $65 is due from George Kol- 
kopsy, of McKees Rocks, and $80 from 
Charles Howett, Webster Ave., Pittsburg. 
He carries a life insurance policy for 
$2,500 in the New York Life Insurance 
Co. and his bankbook shows.a balance of 
$3.49, with a dollar of change in the cash 
till. 

The taxes against his properties, which 
have not been paid, total $645. 

Zeisel has been adjudged a bankrupt by 
the court. His attorney is P. S. Chambers, 
with offices in the Frick building. Mr. 
Ellis’s office is in the Renshaw building, 
Liberty Ave. and 9th St. The affairs of 
the bankrupt have been referred to Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy William R. Blair, 4th 
Ave. and Grant St. 

Of the claims against the bankrupt 
$9,100 arg secured claims and $7,120 un- 
secured. 





Police Say Negro Arrested for Robbing 
Store of Raphael Bros., Cincinnati, 
O., Has Confessed. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 5.—Price Edwards, 
colored, who was arrested Nov. 2, the local 
police now say, has confessed that he was 
one of the two men who robbed the Raphael 
Bros.’ jewelry store at 324 W. 5th St. The 
burglary was committed sometime near 
midnight, Nov. 1. The thieves gained en- 
trance to the store by cutting away a screen, 
breaking the glass in a rear door and un- 
latching the door by reaching through the 
broken pane. They also made their exit 
through this door. 

About midnight a policeman tried the 
door while on his route, and found it un- 
locked. Upon investigating he discovered 
the broken window and signs of a robbery. 

The manager of the store was summoned, 
and he found that most of the goods taken 
were watches and watch cases. 

It also appears that another policeman 
was making his beat along the river front 
and saw a negro hurrying toward the river. 
He called to the man to stop, but instead he 
started to run. The policeman drew his re- 
volver and fired into the air. This fright- 
ened the negro and he came to a halt. He 
was searched and it is said he had nine 
watches and 13 watch cases in his posses- 
sion which have been identified as part of 
the goods missing from the store. The 
prisoner registered as Price Edwards, and 
said he was a river freight handler; he also 
claimed he had found the watches, but later 
made the following confession, according to 
the police: 

“IT helped break in the store. We did not 
have a jimmy, but just a little piece of iron. 
We broke in and helped ourselves, and then 
left. « My partner. walked one way and me 
the other, and they got me. Some ‘hoodoo’ 
took me down to the river and I was 
caught. My rabbit foot did not work, so 
here I am. I will plead guilty and take 
what the judge wants to give me.” 
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Mo'ise Waldhorn, Prominent New Or- 
leans Jeweler, Commits Suicide as 
a Result of III Health. 

New OrteEANS, La., Nov. 4.—Moise 
Waldhorn, one of the best-known jewelers 
and antique dealers in this section, com- 
mitted suicide on the second floor of his 
workshop, 320 Decatur St., Monday after- 
noon, Oct. 31, by shooting himself. Ill 
health was the cause assigned by the fam- 
ily. The funeral was held very privately 
from the family residence, 4125 St. 
Charles Ave. 

Several years ago the establishment con- 
ducted by Mr. Waldhorn on Royal and 
Conti Sts. became well known because of 
a bold robbery, which was committed by 
men who rode up to the place in a buggy 
and, covering a brick with paper, smashed 
the show case and stole a tray filled with 
diamonds valued at several thousand dol- 
lars. The burglars were never arrested, 
although every effort was made to capture 
them. 

Mr. Waldhorn has been affected with 
kidney and stomach trouble and he had 
given up hope of being cured. He had 
just returned from a trip to Canada for 
his health, and none of his employes of 
associates had an idea that he contem- 
plated suicide. His business partner, Mau- 
rice M. Levi, had a chat with Mr. Wald- 
horn a few minutes before he killed him- 
self. Although the unfortunate man 
seemed worried, he never made the slight- 
est suggestion of what he was planning 
to do. 

Moise Waldhorn was a native of Alsace 
and had been engaged in the jewelry busi- 
ness here for more than 30 years. His 
store was located at 337 Royal St., not 
far from his shop on Chartres St. He 
was a leader in Jewish circles and was a 
member of the Harmony Club. The news 
of his sad death came as a distinct shock 
to his friends. 

Besides his widow, he is survived by 
a son, Samuel Waldhorn, and three daugh- 


ters, Mrs. Harry Dennery, Mrs. Isadore 
Cohn and an unmarried daughter. Mr. 
Waldhorn’s home life was very happy. 


The family was prostrated with grief, Mrs. 
Waldhorn being very ill as a result of the 
occurrence, 








European Police Seek American Who 
Swindied Berlin Man by Selling 
Him Soap for Diamonds. 
Cablegrams to this country from Berlin 
last week announced that the police of 
Berlin had asked other police departments 
in Europe to co-operate in catching an al- 
leged American diamond swindler named 
Charles Fuller, who had been living at a 

fashionable Berlin hotel. 

Fuller represented himself to be a buyer 
for a Philadelphia department store. He 
was denounced to the police by a wealthy 
3erlin man, whose acquaintance he recently 
made in Amsterdam. Fuller said that his 
connection with the Philadelphia firm 
enabled him to buy jewelry at wholesale. 

The Berlin man paid him $1,000 for a 
set of Amsterdam diamonds, which were 
duly wrapped up and dispatched to the 
address which was furnished; but when 
the package arrived it contained a bar of 
soap and some of Fuller’s visiting cards.

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henry W. Fishel Attempts Suicide in a 
Jersey City Hotel as Bankruptcy 
Petition Is Filed Against His 
Firm. 

Henry W. Fishel, of the firm of Fishel, 
Nessler & Co., manufacturers of sterling 
silver and metal goods, 536 Broadway and 
x3 Crosby St., New York, against which 
reditors ‘filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
lhursday, was found the same afternoon 
seriously ill in a Jersey City hotel, as a re- 
sult of taking what was believed to be 
poison, after he had been missing four days. 
He was arrested on a charge of attempted 
suicide, but his condition was such that the 
Jersey City authorities allowed his family 
to remove him to his home, 171 W. 7lst St., 
New York. 

Mr. Fishel’s family had been searching 
for him, knowing that the troubles of his 
firm had made him despondent. They 
thought they had found a trace of him at 
the Hotel Astor, but they were not able to 
follow him after he left the hotel. The 
first they heard from him was by a letter 
which he wrote to his brother-in-law, S. 
C. Nessler, of New York, last Wednesday, 
saying that he was at the Grand Hotel, 
Jersey City, and didn’t know how he had 
reached there. He asked Mr. Nessler to 
come over, and his brother-in-law hastened 
to Jersey City with another brother last 
Ihursday morning, soon after he received 
the letter. They found Fishel’s door locked 
and entrance was obtained by means of pass 
keys. Mr. Fishel was found in a serious 
state. 

Inquiry at the hotel elicited the informa- 
tion that no one had been registered as 
Henry W., Fishel. It was learned, however, 
that a man registered at the hotel as F. W. 
Forde, who arrived at noon on Wednesday 
and had not been seen around the hotel a 
great deal since. In the afternoon he left 
his room several times, and just before din- 
ner time he went to qa drug store nearby and 
asked the clerk for some rat poison. The 
druggist asked him what kind he wanted, 
and Mr. Fishel did not seem to know, and 
finally purchased something and returned 
to the hotel. A part of the poison was 
found in his room, 

Up to this time the Jersey City police 
had not been notified. Capt. Cody, of the 
City Hall station, however, learned that a 
man had attempted to commit suicide at the 
Grand Hotel, and went over to investigate. 
He arrested Mr. Fishel and refused ‘to al- 
low his family to remove him to New York 
unless a justice of the peace admitted him 
to bail. A bond of $500 was given, and he 
was brought home. 

A few hours before Mr. Fishel was found 
an involuntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed against his firm by these creditors: 
\ugust Egeror, $1,500; David Herman, $50, 
ind Martin Wortman, $10. It was alleged 
in the bankruptcy petition that Fishel, Ness- 
ler & Co. are insolvent and that the firm 
admitted in writing its inability to pay its 
debts in full and jts willingness to be an 
idjudicated bankrupt. 

Johw S. Sheppard, Jr., was appointed re- 
‘eiver by Judge Holt under a bond of $50,- 
000, and was authorized to continue the 
business 30 days, as there is stock on hand 
or in process of manufacture to the amount 





of $180,000 which should be disposed of 
for the holiday trade. 

The concern, which has its factory at 83 
Crosby St., and the New York office at 536 
Broadway, recently started six retail stores 
under the name “Crosby Stores” in this 
city, Philadelphia, Cleveland and other 
cities, 

When seen by a representative of THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, Mr. Stern, of 
Stern, Singer & Barr, attorneys for the 
firm, said that the venture in the retail busi- 
ness was the chief cause of his clicnts’ em- 
barrassment. They lost in a short time be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000. The stores have 
all been closed and the losses fell upon 
the firm, which had discounted the promis- 
sory notes of the Crosby Stores corporation, 
given to the firm in payment for goods 
manufactured by the firm and sold to the 
corporation, 

It is impossible to state at present exactly 
what the liabilities are. They may be $175,- 
000, or they may exceed $200,000. The as- 
sets consist of merchandise on hand of 
$150,000 factory plant at a cost of $100,000; 
raw materials, $30,000, and bills receivable, 
$15,000, making a total of $295,000. Expert 
accountants have been working on the books 
and a more definite statement of the .:on- 
cern’s financial standing will be obtainable 
later. 

The business was established in 1886 
under the style of H. W. Fishel & Co. It 
was changed in 1887 to Fishel, Nessler & 
Oviiman, and in 184 the present style wa- 
assumed, at which time Theo. H. Fishel, a 
cousin of H. W. Fishel, became a partner 
of the firm. In January, 1898, L. D. Ness- 
ler retired, and the present partners have 
since continued the business alone. 








Rare Moonstones Reported Found on 
the Beach at Santa Monica, Cal. 


A dispatch from Santa Monica, Cal., 
states that hundreds of large, rare and 
beautiful moonstones have been deposited 
on the beach the past few days by the 
unusually high tides. Such quantities have 
never before been known, and for 10 
years few of consequence have been 
picked up. 

Ira M. M. Buell, a geologist, who gath- 
ered a fine lot, is reported as having some 
“the size of a hen’s egg and one or two 
still larger.” They are clear and pretty, 
some being blue, others yellow and some 
pink. 

The most interesting thing to be observed 
in the vicinity where the moonstones are 
found is the secretion of the moonstone 
substance in the fissures of rock ledge 
along the shore. The moonstone is a 
nodule of feldspar, and if found with cer- 
tain internal reflections that lend brilliancy 
is of much greater commercial value than 
the chalcedony.

Keystone Watch Case Co. Wins Fight 
as to Duty on Imported Dial Plates. 
The Keystone Watch Case Co. recently 

entered a protest against the classification 
accorded dial plates imported by the con- 
cern. The goods consisted of dial plates 
which measure 1% inches in diameter, made 
of copper and enamel, and were invoiced 
as “enamel unfinished plates.” They were 
assessed for duty under the provision in 
Par, 192, of the tariff act of 1909, apply- 
ing to “enamel dials for watches and other 
instruments.” The importers contended 
the articles are not dials and were prop- 
erly dutiable under Par. 199 as manufac- 
tures of mefals. 

General Appraiser Fischer, who wrote the 
decision of the board, sustains the protest 
of the Keystone Watch Case Co., ruling as 
follows: 

It. is conceded that the dial plates imported 
are to be made into watch dials. It is urged, 
however, that as imported they are not “dials.” 
The sample in evidence is a round plate of 
copper, enameled or glazed with vitreous glass, 
white.. The plate exhibits a plain white glazed 
surface and the face is neither graduated or num- 
bered. We do not believe that this article can be 
termed a dial. The dial plate is the circular disk 
or face upon which the divisions or markings are 
to be placed. To be a dial, however, it must have 
a graduated face plate which is marked or num- 
bered. We believe that any plate, marked, lettered, 
or numbered, circular in form, would answer to 
what is ordinarily considered a “dial.” But a 
round plate, disk or face, perfectly plain, whether 
it is or is not enameled, does not in our opinion 
answer to the term “dial.”

Jewelry Schedules of the New French Tariff. 











WasuHincton, D. C., Nov. 9.—The new 
French tariff, effective August, 1910, in- 
cludes 144 new subdivisions, and rates were 
changed in 341 numbers. The 1910 law 
was not a government measure, but was 
the result of a demand for revision made 
by the manufacturers, who felt that, in 
view of changes in industrial methods and 
of the higher customs duties in competing 
countries, they had come to need increased 
protection. An investigation was begun in 
March, 1907, and a bill was reported to the 
Chamber of Deputies in July, 1908. This 
was modified in 1909, and was finally 
enacted on March 29, 1910. 

France is the leading adherent of a dual 
tariff system having a maximum and mini- 
mum rate which was inaugurated in 1892. 
During the course of the preliminary in- 
vestigation the attempt was made to esti- 
mate the cost of production in France and 
other countries, and it was the aim to fix 
the duties so as to offset any difference to 
‘he disadvantage of France. Wages and 
labor conditions in France and other coun- 
tries were frequently discussed, and it was 
argued that the social measures passed 
within the last few years had increased the 
relative cost of labor so as to require ad- 
ditional protection. 

More minute classification, higher duties 
on manufactures, wider differences between 
the general and minimum rates, and greater 
facility for combating foreign discrimina- 
tion against French products constitute the 
salient features of the recent tariff revision 
in France. 

The privilege of temporary admission is 
granted to the following watchmakers’ 
wares: 

A. Foreign watch cases to be fitted with 
movements. 

B. Movements and bridges to be finished. 

C. Rough movements to be stamped. 

D. Centers of watch cases to be fitted 
with backs and bezels of mother-of-pearl. 

A decree issued on the recommendation 
of the advisory board of Arts and Manu- 
factures shall determine the conditions to 
govern the temporary admission of the 
above articles, particularly with regard to 
control and stamping. 

Unless otherwise indicated, imports orig- 
inating in the United States and Porto 
Rico are dutiable under the general tariff. 

Duty is levied on the gross weight when 
the rate is $1.93 or less, and on the net 
weight when the rate is higher.

ing the case, yold or silver, has been 
stamped near such letter M, as proof of 
payment of the supplementary duty. The 
same rule is applied for the fitting in a 
gold case of a movement bearing the let- 
ter A. 

All infractions of the provisions are to 
subject the offender to the pena!ties pro- 
vided in the law.

Jewelers Board of Trade Succeeds in 
Getting Full Payment for Credit- 
ors of Duhme Jewelry Co. 

After a long siege of litigation the Jewel- 
ers Board of Trade of New York has col- 
lected the balance in full, including interest, 
on all claims represented by the board 
against the Duhme Jewelry Co., Cincin- 

nati, O. 

The attorneys representing the Board of 
Trade fought against a consolidation of 
the assets of the Duhme Jewelry Co. and 
the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. on the ground 
that no bankruptcy proceedings had ever 
been brought against the Duhme concern 
and that, therefore, that concern was not 
in bankruptcy. The board brought suit 
and reduced all claims against the Duhme 
concern to judgments, and succeeded in 
having the claims paid in full from the 
money realized from the sale of the assets 
of the Duhme Jewelry Co., which were sold 
by the trustee in bankruptcy for the Her- 
man Keck Mfg. Co. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against the Herman Keck Mfg. 
Co. over a year ago, and a receiver was 
appointed, who, under an order of the 
court, also took possession of the assets of 
the Duhme Jewelry Co. The Keck con- 
cern opposed the action of creditors, but 
after a long legal fight was adjudicated a 
bankrupt. 


Retail Jewelers of Binghamton, N. Y., 
Organize a Local Association. 


BINGHAMTON, Nov. 5.—The Binghamton 
Retail Jewelers’ Association has _ been 
formed. Benjamin T. Ash has been elected 
president and secretary, and Jacob Hen- 
wood treasurer. The charter members are 
President Ash, Treasurer Henwood, Judson 
S. Newing. Russell & O’Brien, C. W. 
Keeler, E. D. Vosburg and E. B. Moson. 
The object of the association is to pro- 





mote good feeling among retailers and to 
do away with business antagonism which 
occasionally occurs. Jewelers in the sur- 
rounding cities will be invited to join. 


Precious Stones in Texas. 





(By W. B. Puitiips, of the University of Eco- 
nomic Geology.) 


NNOUNCEMENT was made by some 

of the newspapers in Texas a short 

time ago that an engineer, who had had 

considerable experience in the South Afri- 

can diamond fields, would prospect for dia- 

monds in Montgomery county. It is not 

yet known why he thought it worth while 

to engage in this work there, but it is 
hoped that his labors will be successful. 

No diamonds have ever been found in 
Texas, the so-called ‘‘Texas diamond” be- 
ing a very pure and clear variety of quartz 
known as rock crystal. Several localities 
afford this mineral, but the best cut stones 
so far offered come from Fayette county. 
J. C. Melcher, O’Quinn, Fayette county, 
has been placing these stones on the market 
and they make very pretty and inexpensive 
scarfpins, etc. They will be exhibited at 
the Dallas fair. Many specimens of more 
or less clear quartz are sent to the bureau 
of econonfic geology under the impres- 
sion that they are diamonds. But they 
lack the hardness and luster of the dia- 
monds, and a simple examination shows 
them to be quartz. 

Up to the present time Texas has not 
produced any precious stones save pearls 
and turquois. We may except from the 
list certain beautiful amethyst crystals from 
Llano county, as they are not precious 
stones in the first place, and, in the sec- 
ond place, they have not been placed on 
the market, although some of them are ex- 
tremely handsome. From Llano county 
also comes a beautiful rose quartz, which 
makes attractive ornaments, especially when 
cut on cabachon. 

* * - 

Some of the rarer agates, chalcedony, 
carnelian, etc., from Brewster and Presidio 
counties could be fashioned into beautiful 
articles, The exhibit of these stones that 
was made at the St. Louis exposition was 
greatly admired. Small but fine moss ag- 
ates have been reported from San Patricio 
county and beautiful quartz crystals from 
Mills county. 

A few good pearls have come from the 
common mussel in the Llano river, the 
Colorado river, etc. It is reported that a 
pearl valued at $70 was found in the 
Llano river, above the town of Llano. Be- 
sides the streams mentioned it is likely that 
the pearl mussel exists in the Pedernales, 
the San Saba, the Clear Fork of the Bra- 
zos, etc. 

From El Paso county, near Van Horn, 
there has come of late some very good 
turquois. The Texas Turquois Co. El 
Paso, Tex., owns the locality and will have 
the cut stones, matrix, etc., on exhibition 
at the Dallas State fair. 

So far most of the cut stones from this 
place show a slight greenish tinge instead 
of the pure robin’s egg blue, but it is likely 
that further search would result in the 
discovery of the more valuable blue stones. 
The turquois matrix from the Van Horn 
locality makes a very odd and attractive 
stone for scarfpirs, rings, brooches, etc. 


No two are alike. Some are speckled blue, 
blue-green and faint green against a light 
chocolate background. Some have a well 
defined band of blue-green traversing a 
chestnut-brown matrix. Others resemble 
a scarab, having a curious resemblance in 
shape (due to cutting) to this old Egyptian 
sacred beetle, but the head is of a faint 
blue-green color and the body a light chest- 
nut. These “scarab” stones have a curi- 
ous indentation extending lengthwise of the 
body, as though the two halves had been 
joined together. 
* * * 

The blue-green stones, when cut, run 
from two to three carats and are worth 
from $1.50 to $2 per carat, according to 
quality. The matrix stones, when cut, 
run from five to eight carats and are worth 
from 75 cents to $1.50 each, according to 
quality, markings, etc. 

It is likely that an industry of some im- 
portance could be based on the El Paso 
county turquois, by careful selection of 
material and artistic cutting. 

Other turquois localities in the United 
States are: Mohave county, Ariz.; Co- 
nejos county, Colo.; Grant and Santa Fe 
counties, N. Mex.; and Esmeraldi, Nye and 
Washoe counties, Nev. The total produc- 
tion in 1908 of turquois was about 15 
tons, by far the greater part, of course, be- 
ing matrix. There are no separate returns 
giving the value of the turquois produced. 
—Houston (Tex.) Post. 


Frederick A, Drexel, Wholesale Jeweler, 
Detroit, Mich., Files Petition in 
Bankruptcy. 

Detroit, Nov. 4.—Frederick A. Drexel, 
wholesale jeweler, doing business as Fred- 
erick Drexel & Co., filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States District Court 
Friday morning. In his schedules the as- 
sets are placed at $11,310 and his liabilities 
at $10,983. The assets consist largely of 
stock on hand. The creditors are mostly 
eastern manufacturers, Attleboro, Mass., 
firms appearing most frequently in the list. 
The amounts in most cases are small. In 
no case is there a claim running over 

$1,000. 

The firm started in the retail jewelry 
line at Mt. Clemens, Mich., about 1!881, 
came from there to Detroit in 1889, start- 
ing in the wholesale line in a small way. 





Jesse Varnes, Noted Jewelry Crook, 
Again Escapes from Ohio Jail. 
Totepo, O., Nov. 6—In. the most daring 
jail delivery ever known in western Ohio, 
Jesse Varnes, 48, a noted jewelry thief, 
and George Ferguson, 65, the “suifcase 
king,” escaped early this morning from the 
Sandusky County jail. Bloodhounds are 
on the trail. This is the second escape 

Varnes has made from this jail. 

The escape was cleverly planned. The 
prisoners were confined in the middle cor- 
ridor. They picked the lock with a fork, 
it is believed, giving them access to the 
main corridor. Sheriff Hook was absent. 
When his son opened the door of the main 
corridor the men slipped by and fled. 


C. F. Halbkat, Watertown, S. Dak., has 
installed new fixtures and rearranged his 
store. 
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Strike of the Express Companies’ Em- 
ployes Continues to Hamper 
Jewelry Trade of New York. 
The strike of the expressmen in New 
York and New Jersey was not settled last 
week as was hoped for, but increased in 
its scope. Several hundred chauffeurs 
went on strike Monday, joining with the 
expressmen who are out, and the taxicab 
service throughout the city was seriously 
crippled. It is said that the express com- 
panies will apply for Federal protection, 
and up to the time of going to press every 
indication pointed toward a general strike 
of teamsters and drivers throughout the 

city of New York. 

Chere was but little improvement during 
the past week in the express service be- 
tween New York and the big jewelry man- 
ufacturing centers of the East, and New 
York jewelers have been greatly inconveni- 
enced both in receiving and sending out 
express packages. The striking expressmen 
and the express companies affected are no 
nearer an agreement than they were a week 
ago, and it became apparent that unless re- 
lief arrives soon the jewelry trade in New 
York will be long in getting over the 
handicap to business entailed by the strike. 

While the express companies made an 
effort to deliver packages in the Maiden 
Lane district, the service was so poor that 
other methods were called into play to re- 
lieve the situation. The mails were used a 
great deal, the New York jewelers dividing 
tin the shipments usually sent by express in 
one package. Another method which has 
been employed to relieve the situation is to 
have incoming express shipped to some 
point outside the strike zone, where it is 
called for by the jewelers. Express pack- 
ages have also been delivered from the 
offices in this city to authorized representa- 
tives of jewelry firms, who called for them. 

Some ofthe eastern manufacturers have 
been shipping jewelry by water and utiliz- 
ing pushcarts to convey the packages from 
the water front to the offices. During the 
past week, several eastern manufacturers 
came to New York, bringing large quanti- 
ties of jewelry in trunks which were 
checked as baggage. 

Practically no express has been accepted 
for shipment from Maiden Lane, and this 
has caused much inconvenience. Jobbers 
who have had large shipments to send to 
retail jewelers in all parts of the country 
in anticipation of the holiday trade have 
been taking the express packages to out- 
side points by automobiles and shipping 
from there. 

Pending an attempt to arbitrate the situ- 
ation, there was less rioting last week, un- 
til Saturday, when trouble broke out again 
in several quarters following a report that 
no agreement had been reached. One 
striker was shot, and it is said that 
this fact has greatly increased the feeling 
of the strikers against the express com- 
panies, 

Representatives of the strikers claimed 
that under a city ordinance express drivers 
must be licensed by the city, and after look- 
ing into the matter Mayor Gaynor issued 
instructions to the police to that effect. The 
strikers also insisted that the police should 
not be allowed to ride on the express 
wagons or that guards should carry guns, 
and these demands weré complied with. 


Early in the week express wagons in 
Maiden Lane were guarded by two mounted 
policemen, but later the guard was re- 
duced to one man. No reports of violence 
in the district have been received of late. 

ProvipENCE, R. I., Nov. 5.—The strike of 
the express companies’ drivers and mes- 
sengers in New York City is affecting the 
shippers of express packages in this city and 
vicinity. Among those who have felt the 
delay as much as others are the manufac- 
turing jewelers. The consignees in New 
York began to complain early the past week, 
and in order to secure the delivery of their 
packages shippers in this city have resorted 
to the registered and special delivery mail 
services, 

It is possible that one result of the strike 
will be greatly to reduce the receipts of the 
express companies, as the manufacturing 
jewelers are discovering that they can se- 
cure cheaper and better service through the 
postal packet service than in the express. 

At the jocal office of the Adams Express 
Co. it was stated at different times during 
the week that there was no appreciable dim- 
inution of shipments from this city, al- 
though it was admitted that all packages 
are being faken “subject to delay.” This 
delay is a serious matter with the manu- 
facturing jewelers at this particular time, 
as the shipments now being made are of 
goods intended for the holiday season. 

Early in the week the manwfacturers of 
this city received letters from their cus- 
tomers or representatives advising the send- 
ing of packages by registered mail. 








Wecker & West, Ring Manufacturers, 
Make an Assignment Under 
New York Laws. 

Bernhard Wecker and Bernard West, 
who compose the firm of Wecker & 
West, manufacturers of rings, at 102 Ful- 
ton St., New York, made a general assign~ 
ment, Saturday, for the benefit of cred- 
itors to Nathan Lieberfreund. The sal- 
aries of employes of the assignors at the 
time of the execution of the assignment 
are to be paid in full, and should the assets 
not be sufficient to pay in full all these 
claims, it is specified in the, assignment 
papers that the assets shall be applied to 
the payment of the salaries pro rata. 

A meeting of the creditors was held 
Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock at the of- 
fices of Anton Gronich, attorney for the 
assignee, 203 Broadway, for the purpose of 
devising ways and means of either con- 
tinuing the business under a plan satisfac~- 
tory to the creditors or of winding up the 
business to the best interest of creditors. 
At this meeting a statement of the affairs 
of the concern showed the liabilities to be 
$4,756 and the assets nominally worth 
$5,118. It was estimated that if sold at 
forced sale the assets would bring little 
over $1,000. An offer of settlement at 25 
per cent. was submitted on behalf of Mr. 
Wecker, who wishes to continue, as the 
firm will dissolve. This offer was refused 
and a settlement at 50 per cent. in notes 
running for two years was accepted. 

It was said that there are only about 
15 or 20 creditors all told, and that only 
twe or three of these have claims for large 
amounts. Most of the creditors are in the 
trade. 
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The Origin of the Engagement Ring. 


HE engagement ring is not as old as 
we are inclined to believe it, at least, 
not in the form in which we know it. It 
has assumed the most widely different 
form, and was not always round in shape, 
nor was it always of metal. It possibly 
had its origin in remote antiquity, when 
the custom of purchasing a bride still pre- 
vailed. 

In those long-vanished days the bride- 
groom, in company with the watchmaker, 
and with his father and his brothers, came 
and addressed to the head of the bride’s 
faniily the question, ‘What is the price of 
the honorable bride?” The woman, in 
these ancient times, stood so high in value 
that it was not necessary for her to nave a 
dower in order to acquire a husband; on 
the other hand, a price was paid to induce 
her to leave her parents’ home and take 
up her abode with her husband, to work 
for his profit and advantage. In reply to 
the matchmaker’s question the bride asked, 
“What will you give me?” The barter 
then commenced. 

The bridegroom placed, in each corner of 
the apartment, a piece of money, repeating 
the process until the bride called a halt 
If the price appeared to the bridegroom to 
be too high, a lively bargaining ensued, or 
he cut matters short, took the bride in his 
arms and explained to her that, for his 
part, it was enough. This money, lying in 
the four corners of the room, served as the 
engagement ring in olden times. Later the 
man seeking a wife offered his armor, 
which, especially in warlike times, was of 


.great value. The Longobards, too, paid 


for a wife, but they gave not hard cash 
but a fur cloak. A Cologne betrothal form, 
dating from the 14th century, prescribes 
that the bridegroom must present the bride 
with a silk kerchief in which three coins 
were wrapped. This silk cloth had the 
same significance as the engagement ring 
of to-day and was regarded as a contract 
for a formal marriage. This contract, 
which was followed, or should be followed, 
by marriage, was entered into in the pres- 
ence of witnesses. The witnesses formed a 
circle about the engaged couple. Not until 
then the father of the bridegroom asked 
the bride if she were really willing to enter 
into matrimony. If she replied in the 
affirmative she received, as a memento of 
the ring of friends, a ring of metal, which 
was placed on the fourth finger of the left 
hand, the opinion prevailing that from tlfis 
Snger a vein ran directly to the heart. 
This custom, nevertheless, is not of Ger- 
ian but of Roman origin, and the old 
German laws have nothing to say about 
this betrothal formula. But it was taken 
from the Romans and it was adopted by 
the Teutons in place of the symbolical pur- 
chase. In the 17th century it was already 
a custom that engagement rings should be 
exchanged.

In 
fact the rates in Pittsburg are said to be 
higher than in any other large city in the 
country, regardless of the fact that the 
losses from fire during the last five or six 
years are the*lowest of any large city in 
the country. 

The creditors of A. E. M. Covert, whose 
place of business is in the Bessemer build 
ing, are being asked to agree to the appoint- 
ment of R. M. H. Jantzen, who also has a 
place of business adjoining that of Covert, 
as trustee to represent them. An agreement 
requesting that this appointment be ratified 
has been sent to the creditors.

Mr. Covert has 
turned the place over to the creditors, and 
it is believed that if time is given that he 
will be able to pay his indebtedness, at least 
to much better advantage than if proceed- 
ings are begun to effect a quicker settle- 
ment. It is. not known what his assets and 
liabilities total, as this has not been made 
public. 

An explosion occurred in the jewelry 
store of. B. Shulgold, Frankstown Ave. and 
Lambert St., last week, setting fire to the 
place. About $700 worth of damage was 
done to the stock and building before 
the flames were extinguished. The fam- 
ilies who occupied the upper stories of 
the building were compelled to flee in 
their night clothes. Shulgold and his fam- 
ily occupy the rear of the building, but 
they were not at home when the explo- 
sion and fire occurred. One of the ten- 
ants of the building was thrown from his 
bed by the force of the explosion. Shul- 
gold did not have a very large stock, but 
says that it is a total loss. All of the re- 
pair work left in his charge was in the 
safe and was not damaged. It has not as 
yet been learned what caused the explo- 
sion, but the matter is being investigated. 

The three alleged “pennyweighters” ar- 
rested on suspicion as they walked out of 
the jewelry store of R. Siedle & Sons, in 
Sth Ave., last week, have been released 
by the Pittsburg police.

What Is of the busy 
‘‘Memorandum?” 





season comes the in- 
crease in the practice 
of obtaining goods “on memorandum,” 
with all the bother, annoyance and some- 
times the legal complications which this en 
tails, and despite the fact that the memo- 
randum transactions are almost universal 
throughout the trade, 
have not seemed to learn the legal status 


jewelers generally 


1f such transactions nor fully understand 
what their rights or responsibilities must 
be thereunder. Questions submitted to this 
journal by manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers still indicate that many people are 
in absolute ignorance of what the so-called 
“memorandum” transactions are, with the 
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result that the dealers and manufacturers 
are constantly making mistakes which give 
rise to misunderstandings, and often law- 
suits that are both annoying and unneces- 
sary. 

The first thing a merchant must bear In 
mind is that there is no magic 1n “memo- 
randum”: it means nothing of itself and 
confers no privileges. The name has sim- 
ply been given by the members of the jew- 
elry trade to a transaction known in law as 
“bailment;”’ whereby one person entrusts 
property to another for a specific purpose, 
but transfers no title. The title remains 
in the possession of the person entrusting 
it, and he who receives it can in no way 
give title to another. 

\s long as the conditions of ‘“‘memoran- 
dum” or “bailment” exist and are not suc- 
ceeded by a sale, the man who obtains an 
article on “memorandum” and turns it over 
to a third party is technically guilty of con- 
version should the party from whom he ob- 
tained it decide to demand back possession 
of the article. He cannot legally offer in 
its place the value of the article unless the 
party from whom it was obtained, consents 
Owing to the fact that dealers universally 
consent to accepting the value of an article 
in place of the article itself, the impression 
prevails that the holder of goods on “mem- 
orandum” has a right to sell them and to 
transfer title. If he had this right by rea- 
son of his “memorandum” agreement, the 
“memorandum” would not then be “bati/- 
ment,” but would be part of a conditional 
sale, or the party to whom the goods were 
entrusted would act in the capacity of an 
agent for the owner 

It is only when the “memorandum” 
transaction as a clear case of bailment 
that the owner has full right to resort to 
the criminal courts in prosecuting the 
bailee, combined with the right to obtain 
the goods back from any third party to 
whom they may have been turned over by 
such bailee, or, in other words, the man 
who obtained them on “memorandum.” 

By treating a transaction as a sale and 
calling it “memorandum” the owner of 
property obtains no more rights than he 
would have had he called it anything else 
It is the circumstances that surround the 
transaction and the elements of bailment 
that enter into the pure “memorandum” 
transactions that give to the jeweler who 
uses it the protection which the law affords 
io. a bailor; if these elements are absent the 
protection is not there.

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A Short Study of Circles, Angles and Drafting.

HEN reading technical horological lit- 
erature or when consulting horo- 
logica! drawings we are often confronted 
with terms relative to circles, angles, etc, 
and which for some have an obscure mean- 


ing. Hence a simple exposition of the

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terms generally met with, together with 
illustration of them, shcu'd prove profita- 
ble. 

The circle is one of the most important 
geometrical figures, and is defined as a

figure bounded by a. curved line 
termed the circumference, containing a 
point within it called the center. All lines 
lrawn from circumference to circumfer- 
ence and passing through the center are

termed diameters. All diameters contained 
within a given circle are of necessity equal 
in length In Fig. 1, A E C B F D is the 
circumference of the circle; the lines A B, 
EF, are diameters. 

All lines drawn from the center K and 
touching the circumference are radii of the 
circle (Radii, plural; radius, singular) ,- 








and are equa: in length. The radius K. E 
is equal to the radius K B. 

The sum of two radii is equivalent to the 
diameter of the circle. Thus, in Fig. 1, 
the radii KeC, K D, equal in length the 
diameter E F, from which it will be un- 
derstood that the radius is one-half the 
diameter. 

An arc of a circle is any part of its cir- 
cumference, In Fig. 1 that portion of the 
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circumference between A and E is an arc 
of a circle. Likewise C to B is an arc. 

A chord is a straight line connecting the 
extremities of an arc. To define it -an- 
other way, a chcrd is a straight line join- 
ing any two points of the circumference. 
See Fig. 2, line A B. 

A segment of a circle is any part of its 
surface cut off by a straight tine. De- 
fined in another manner, a segment of a 
circle is the space included between the arc 
and its chord. In Fig. 3, A B C D is the 
segment. 

A sector of a circle is the space included 
between two radii and the arc they inter- 
cept. In Fig. 4 the space included between 
the arc A B and the radii C A, C B, is a 
sector of the circle. Likewise, E C F is 
a sector of a circle. 

A quadrant is a sector which equals the 
one-fourth part of the circle. If we divide 
a circle into four equal parts each part is 
called a quadrant. See Fig. 5. 

A semi-circle is a circle divided into 
ha!ves. Fig. 6 and each part of the cir- 
cumference is termed the semi-circumfer- 
ence. 

A tangent-to a circle or, in fact, arly curve 





is a straight line which touches at only one 
point, and every tangent to a circle is at 
right angles to ‘the radius drawn to the 
point of tangency. In Fig. 7 the lines 
D E and F G are tangents to the circle. 
The radius A C is perpendicular to the 
line D E; likewise A B is perpendicular to 
F G. Being perpendiculars, they are right 
angles. containing 90 degrees each. 
Tangent Circles—Circles are said to be 


tangent when they contact at on'y one 
point. Their point of contact is termed 


the point of tangency. See Fig. 8. 
Tangent of an arc is a line which touches 
one extremity of the’arc and is terminated 
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by a line passing from the circle’s center 
through the other extremity of the arc. 
See Fig. 9 

Concentric Circles—Circles are said to 
be concentric when described from a com-

center from the base of the teeth to impart 
to it the desired lightness. 
Of the detent D, pivoted at o, and 





equipped with a spiral spring, which re- 
turns it constantly to its place of rest 
against its stop i. The arm d is carried 
at a short distance from the pivoting point 
to the nose e, against which it comes to 
rest, and at its extremity, near the center 
of the balance wheel, to a pin c. 

Of a light spring r, mounted on the 
detent and pressing against the pin c. 
This spring can bend by moving away 
from c, but in the other direction, where 
it carries the detent with it. 

Of an impulse roller A, mounted on the 
balance shaft and equipped with an im- 
pulse lever or pallet a. 

Of a discharging roller, adjusted on the 
same arbor and carrying the unlocking 
finger b. The action is as follows: The 
wheel FR is held by its tooth z against the 
stop e, and the balance revolves in the 
direction indicated by the arrow. The un- 
locking finger or discharging pallet b 
reaches the extremity of the spring yg, 
which is prolonged sufficiently beyond the 
pin c, and the arm d of the detent is 
pushed toward the right. 

The effect of this action is to release 
the tooth 1, and our illustration shows the 
moment at which the release is about to 
operate. 

The finger b continuing its rotation; it 
finally leaves the little spring, and the de- 
tent returns to its place to receive tooth 2 
at rest, at e. The wheel, in its rotation, 
reaches at tooth 3 the lever a and imparts 
to the balance an impulse in the direction 
of the arrow. 

Having traveresed its supplementary arc, 
the balance returns in the opposite direc- 
tion; the finger b again reaches the spring 
r, and this swerves from the pin c to 
allow the finger to pass on the other side. 
This is the non-effective oscillation, in the 
course of which the wheel remains sta- 
tionary. Impulses are imparted only at 
every two vibrations and in only one di- 
rection. 

. ~ * 

In Fig. 4 we have another construction 
by Arnold. We have here to do with a 
spring detent escapement. 

The detent D is attached to thé plate by 
a footpiece p, and the return spring n 
keeps it at rest against the screw i and 
returns it there when it has been removed 
from it. The working ends of the teeth of 
the wheel are rabbeted on the plan of the 
last: the unlocking of the tooth, which is 
stopped by the resting pallet—tooth No. 1 
in our illustration—is effected when the 
detent has left contact with the screw 1 
and has come near enough to the center of 
the wheel. 

The detent carries, as in the preceding 
mechanism, the unlocking spring r, which 
rests against the end of the arm d, and 
which consequently can move only in one 
direction under the action of the finger’b. 

It is this finger b, mounted on the staff 
cf the balance, which regulates the opera- 
tion of the other organs of the escape- 
ment. When it turns in the direction indi- 
cated by the arrow it causes the spring r 
to bend and passes to the other side, leav- 
ing the detent at rest. This is the inef- 
fective oscillation, during which the wheel 
is held motionless by the stop pallet. 

When the finger b turns in the other 





direction it reaches the spring r at the left. 
The latter, being pressed in a direction 
contrary to the arm d of the detent, can- 
rot give way alone, and the entire detent 
is pushed along. It bends on its spring w. 
The stop pallet approaches the hollow 
center of the wheel and allows the tooth 
to escape. 

The unlocking or discharge permits the 
rotation of the wheel, and this rotation 
takes place in the direction indicated by 
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Fie. 5. 


the arrow. The tooth 2 reaches the lever a, 
formed in the edge of the roller A, which 
is carried on the balance staff, and imparts 
an impulse to it. Before this impulse has 
terminated the finger b has left the spring 
r, and the detent has returned to its place, 
ready to stop the wheel by tooth 3, thus 
leaving the balance to oscillate with per- 
fect freedom. 
* * * 

The English horologist Earnshaw per- 
fected, in a very happy manner, the con- 
struction devised by his compatriot Arnold. 
See Fig. 5. 

He adopted a wheel completely flat and 
miade the teeth work by the point; that is 
to say, on the greatest possible radius. 
He thus obtained a minimum pressure at 
locking. For unlocking the Earnshaw de- 
tent removes from the center of the wheel, 
while that of Arnold comes nearer to it. 

Earnshaw caused the teeth to press on 
the locking pallet by pressure in the direc- 
tion of the foot of the detent, just as 
Arnold had caused them to press in the 
opposite direction. At first sight it looks 
as though this method was preferable, but 
we must believe that practice has shown 
the contrary, inasmuch as the constructors 
have adopted the first. Subsequently Earn- 
shaw gave a‘certain inclination to the im- 


pulse lever, whereas Arnold directed it

If we 
compare its parts and their mode of action 
with those of modern mechanism, of which 
we give illustrations later, it will be seen 
that the idea as a whole has been retained 
and that the changes introduced constitute 
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only variations in construction that do not 
affect the principle of the mechanism itself.

In Figs. 6 and 7 are shown two modern 


constructions of the detent escapement—the 
frst with spring detent, the second with 
pivoted detent. The same parts are desig- 
nated, in each illustration by the same 


etters. We can thus grasp the analogies 
{ construction and the mode of operation 
f these two mechanisms, which we may 
egard as two twin brothers, having since 


their perfection fulfilled all that could be 


xpected of them. 
The detent D, flexible on its spring n 
spring detent) or pivoting at, o (pivot 
etent) carries a locking pallet e, against 
hich the teeth of the wheel stop. In a 
tate of locking, and under the effect of its 
ring m, or of the spiral spring s, this 
etent is pressed against a leading screw 
r a snail u, which serves to regulate the 
ntry of the pallet e into the interior of 





the circumference of the points of the 
teeth. 

The detent carries the unlocking spring r 
as well as the arm d. These two parts, the 
first pressing against the second, abut at a 
tittle distance from the center of the bal- 
ance to work with the finger b, mounted 
on the axis of the regulating part. The 
pressure of the spring r against the ex- 
tremity of the arm d is made in such a 
manner that this spring can bend in one 
direction, and that it draws with it the 
detent, if an action takes place in a con- 
trary direction. 

We have therefore on the arbor of the 
regulator the roller A equipped with the 
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pallet or lever a, against which the teeth 
of the wheel act for impulse. 

In the pattern shown in Fig. 6 this lever 
inclines toward the center of the balance, 
while in Fig. 7 its direction is tangential 
to a circumference equal to about one- 
fourth of that of the roller A. Con- 
structors of chronometers do not agree as 
to the inclination to give this lever or 
pallet. Some incline it up to half the radius 
of the roller. It has in the meantime 
been recognized that it is with a lever 
tending toward the center that the smallest 
amount of useless friction is obtained and 
the largest supplementary arc. 

In these two illustrations, as well as in 
several of the others, we place the arm 
d and the finger b above the roller 4, 
which enables us to show all the parts 
very clearly. In reality the discharging or 
unlocking finger is generally located be- 
neath the roller, and the arm d of the 
detent is in the same place. Let us now 
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follow the action of the escapement. Fig. 7 
represents the mechanism at the moment 
of the neutral oscillation. The tooth 1 
of the wheel is stopped at e, and the 
finger 5, turning toward the left, turns 
aside the spring r of the pin c, against 
which it is stopped, to pass on the other 
side, leaving the detent at rest. 

The balance then finishes its oscillation 
in perfect independence when it returns in 
the contrary direction (Fig. 6). 

The finger b reaches the spring r on the 
other side, and as it will not yield, because 
it is up against the arm d, the entire detent 
is drawn along. The result is the un- 
locking of tooth 1, which leaves its resting 
place at e¢. The wheel turns and the tooth 
2 reaches the lever a, and through its 
intermediation imparts an impulse to the 
balance. The finger 5 only takes along 
the detent as far as is necessary to effect 
the unlocking. As soon as this unlocking 
is accomplished the detent, under the influ- 
ence of the return spring, comes back to 
rest against # and is ready to stop an- 
other tooth, the tooth 3, which reaches ¢ 
with a slight drop at the end of the im- 
pulse; that is to say, when the tooth 2 
leaves the pallet a.

The Man Who Made the Grover Cleveland

fp has been made in the JEWEL- 

ERS’ CrRCULAR WEEKLY of the sudden 
death, at his home in this city, on Sept. 
19, of J. A. Shomaker, a veteran watch- 
maker and jeweler, from an attack of 
apoplexy. 

Mr. Shomaker was a man of rare abil- 
ity, a real genius. Among his many in- 
ventions was a pair of jeweler’s scales of 
such delicate construction as to weigh a 
hair. A clock made by him and started 
on the day of Grover Cleveland’s inaugura- 
tion aroused much interest. 

In 1895 Mr. Shomaker made a sight- 
seeing tour of the United States, visiting 
every State in the Union, as well as Mex- 
ico and Canada, visiting every city of im- 
portance. During this trip, lasting one 
year, eight months and 12 days, he 
labored in 43 States, repairing 516 
watches, 197 clocks and making 550 nega- 
tives of scenes en route. These led to the 
preparation of an illustrated lecture which 
he delivered in numerous cities and towns. 
of southern Pennsylvania.

Original Methods of Adding to Its Attractiveness.

POINSETTIA. 

HIS unique tropical flower is sometimes 
called the “Christmas Flower.” Its use 

as a Christmas flower is comparatively recent, 
but it is gaining in popularity every year; 
therefore it commends itself to the wide- 
awake decorator who wants to be up-to- 
date in his ideas. The holly, mistletoe and 
other Christmas greens, while immensely 


ing it a flower of flaming leaves. This 
combination of bright red and green will 
be seen to be particularly appropriate for 
the Christmas season, and it is being grown 
extensively in the hot-houses in the north- 
ern part of our country for the Christmas 
season. 

It also grows out-of-doors in southern 
California and in large, beautiful masses 
in the various islands of the West Indies. 





popular, are also almost too commonly used 
to attract any great amount of attention, 
while this is as yet a novelty. 

It is the flower of a South American 
shrub said to be first discovered by Joel 
Poinsett, an American minister to Mexico, 
and therefore was named after him. An- 
other name for it is the Mexican Flame 
Leaf, which describes it very accurately, 
because the true flowers are small yellow- 
ish cimes growing in a bunch, in the center 
of a corolla of large, brilliant red bracts, 
as the undeveloped leaves are called, mak- 





The Mexicans call it “Flora de Pasqua,’ 
or Easter Flower, but the lily is preferred 
by our countrymen for that festival. 

Its use in window decoration is much 
the same as has been suggested for large 
flowers in the previous articles. 

Here is another flower that can be effec- 
tively duplicated in paper, the originals of 
which being hot-house grown are neces- 
sarily too expensive to be used in any quan- 
tity for window decoration. 

It will be well to read the following di- 
rections twice before beginning to make 


the flower, so as to have a clear idea of 
the method. 

This flower requires a number of patterns 
of various sizes. Figs. 1, 2, 3 and 4 are 
the patterns of the four sizes of the red 
bracts. Fig. 1 measures one and three- 
eighths of an inch wide by seven inches 
long; Fig. 2 is one and one-eighth inch 
wide by five inches long; Fig. 3 is one inch 
wide by four inches long, and Fig. 4 is 
three-eighths of an inch wide by two inches 
long. These are all cut from geranium- 
red colored crépe paper. Figs. 1, 2 and 3, 
the grain of the paper, is to run across, as 
indicated with the cross lines, and Fig. 4 
is to run with the leaf, up and down, Cut 








eight of each pattern of these bracts out 
at a time. 

Figs. 5 and 6 are the patterns of the 
true leaves. These are cut out of a light- 
green moss-colored paper. The grain is to 
run across as indicated by the lines drawn 
on the pattern. Fig. 5 measures six and 
one quarter inches high by four inches 
wide. Fig. 6 is five inches high by two 
and one-quarter inches wide. 

The patterns of Figs. 1, 2 and 3 of the 
bracts and Figs. 5 and 6 of the leaves are 
all to be wired through the center, as shown 
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Storekeeping Department. 








in Fig. 7. Care is to be taken to leave 
the wire extending out from the bottom 
end of the leaf, as shown in the drawing. 
Use red wires for the bracts and green 
ones for the leaves. The green wires can 
be bought all ready cut to the required 
lengths, but the red comes in “banks.” The 
green wire comes in “banks” also if you 
wish to cut your own lengths. 

As these wires will run across the grain 
of the paper in the leaf patterns, some 
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THE

difficulty will be found in making the wires 
adhere to the paper. The best method will 
be, after thoroughly coating the wire with 
paste, to press it down very firmly on to 
the paper with the bone handle of an old 
tooth brush. 

Now we need to have our centers ready. 
These can be bought ready made and look 
like the illustration in Fig. 8. They are 
the real blossoms of the Poinsettia. The 
calyx is green and the tops yellow. The 
manufactured imitations come with one on 
each end of a wire, as shown in Fig. 8. 
It takes five of these, by doubling them in 
the middle, to make the required 10 flowers 
for our center. They can be made in a 
way to answer our purpose by making a 
small oblong ball of lemon-colored tissue 
paper on the end of a green wire or heavy 
twine, and putting an outside wrapper of 
green tissue, taking care to leave some of 
the yellow exposed to represent the blos- 
som. Use 10 of these for each flower, as 
stated before, making a bunch-of them and 


c 
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working in six bracts of the Fig. 4 size. 
Take two 18-inch wires and hook them into 
the bunch, then fasten all together secure- 
ly with a thin wire and it will look like 
Fig. 9. 

We will now take the bracts of the sizes 
Figs. 1, 2 and 3 and begin building the 
rest of our flower. Take one of Fig. 1 
and place it against the center bunch, then 
take one of Fig. 2 and do the same, plac- 
ing it close to the last one. Do the same 
thing with one of Fig. 3 size. We have 
now the three sizes together, as shown in 
Fig. 10. Repeat this operation three more 
times, using the three different sizes in 
the order named, each time placing one 
after the other around the center bunch. 

Now wrap the stem wires of the bract 
into a calyx, using green paper same as 
leaves, and as you proceed down to the 
main leaf stem, wrap in two more bracts 
of the size of Fig. 4 in separate. places, as 
shown in Fig. 11, and the flower will look 
like this illustration. 

On the main «stem (of two 18-inch 
wires), ‘a little way from the calyx, wrap 
in two leaves of the size of Fig. 6. <A 
little farther down two leaves of the size 
of Fig. 5. The leaves of both of these 
sizes ame wrapped in two at the time and 
are placed so they are opposite each other, 
as shown in the general illustration at the 
head of the article. 

The stem being wrapped, we will now 
put on our finishing touches. Open up 
the flower by bending down each bract 
one after the other. Let them turn back 
quite a little, as shown in the profile view 
given in Fig. 12, which also shows how 
the stem is to bend, so that the flower 
faces at an angle of 95 degrees or more. 
This is the last thing that you will do. 

Our tropical flower is now complete, as 
shown in the general illustration. 

A single dozen of these flowers used in 
two or three bunches in a window will 
make a unique and attractive display that 
will amply repay the time spent in mak- 
ing them. C. A. Gazan.

Minding One’s Own Business. 


(Extract from an article by! Joe. Benton, in 

ame, 

PRESUME and feel sure that in the ma- 

jority of cases the influence of the golden 
rule, of good sense and of enlightened sel- 
fishness settles what is a proper etiquette to 
maintain in the reciprocal relations of simi- 
lar tradesmen without any necessary appeal 
to a code of rules. 

Still, it does frequently happen that you 
find men in business who are supersensi- 
tive, abnormally self-conscious and easily 
irritated; who cannot accept as a tolerable 
situation the fact that there is a fellow 
down or up, or across the street, who is—or 
is thought to be—trespassing on their par- 
ticular preserves; and they consequently 
show their dissatisfaction therewith. 

This crops out invariably, because it can 
easily, in the dissatisfied dealer’s advertis- 
ing. Perhaps the advertisement of a rival 
seems to him to claim a too exuberantly 
framed bundle of assertions, calculated to 
entrap the uninformed and unwary way- 
farer—and is thus a not exactly fair com- 
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petition. One of the class described is 
easily persuaded of this; and to see public 
attention drawn in that way he at once 
begins to advertise with hostility to his rival, 
to dismiss that attention. But this is just 
what the retaliatory pasquinade does not do. 

Instead of doing that, it accentuates and 
increases it. Perhaps this rival actually 
sells cotton for wool, or mercerized cotton 
for silk. He could, I am certain, to me, if 
he thinks “scalping” a customer is a good 
and fruitful policy. But what of it? I 
shall ultimately find it out, and so will 
everybody else find out the trick in due time 
if they have suffered from it. 

So why advertise your rival in any way? 
Why let anybody know that you have a 
rival? You may be extremely conscien- 
tious yourself and be more anxious to save 
the public from being cheated than you are 
to sell all the goods that can be sold on 
your block. But, as this is not an experi- 
ence we often come across, there will be 
nobody who believes it. 

The general inference about it will be 
that the one who adversely advertises his 
rival does so because he cannot compete 
with him, or else he is inflamed with 
jealousy over an opposition success. For 
the human mind everywhere reasons from 
what it is known oftenest happens, and 
does not ascribe a rare virtue to any busi- 
ness firm where a commonplace and quite 
selfish motive will make a perfect explana- 
tion, 

It was a doctrine of Jay Gould’s, I be- 
lieve, that he had all he could do to look 
after his own business, and, therefore, no 
time for meddling with the activities of 
other people. It is certainly that of all ex- 
traordinary successful business men. They, 
at any rate, observe a discreet silence upon 
their plans and absorb themselves in efforts 
to put them through. 

To advertise that somebody in their line 
of business is doing this or that objection- 
able thing is to waste good space that must 
be paid for—and often at a high rate— 
for warnings that are irrelevant and use- 
less. Let us take it for granted, to begin 
with, that those who sell cotton for wool 
and do other disreputable things, will be 
found out, without our help, and if we sell 
honestly we shall be found out too. There- 
fore, we need not protest so much, nor so 
much proclaim our own superior ways. It 
is here a case where Longfellow’s prover- 
bial line happily applies: 

“All things come round to him who will 
but wait.” 

There is one fashion of advertising, I 
may say before closing this little sermon, 
that does not easily lend itself to resent- 
ment and reflection upon others. It is in- 
variably, so far as I have observed, swect- 
mannered, and from actual necessity brief— 
too brief to waste on unnecessary aver- 
ments or asseverations. A picture and a 
dozen words, or a phrase unpictured, will 
make a car-panel profitably vocal for any 
sale or business, and will leave no room for 
spite or bickering.

Empaistic (Gr.). ‘“Damascening (to 
which refer) or in crusta work practiced 
by the ancients, as opposéd to toreutic art.”

EnAmMeEts (Fr. émail, Ger. Schmeélz), 

The art of color decoration in enamels 
dates. very far back in history, and, so far 
is this art is concerned in the east its 
practice commenced at a date unknown. 
Under the term enamels four distinct proc- 
esses are included, namely, cloisonné 
champlevé, basse taille and enamel paint- 
ing so-called. Cloisonné enamel is pro- 
duced by setting up cells (cloisons) on the 
surface of the material to be decorated. 
This is done by bending flat wire into the 
shapes of the ornamental outline, and then 
soldering the design of wire on to the ma- 
terial. The wire thus forms cells into 
which the powdered enamel color is placed 
and then melted by heat. Champlevé work 
is done by cutting cells in the material and 
leaving a border between each cell to keep 
the colors from reaching each other. Basse 
taille is performed by engraving the design 
in relief and then covering the space with 
translucent enamel color: The. different 
depths of the color on the engraved ‘sur- 
face produces different depths of tone in 
the color. Enamel painting is done by lay- 
ing the different colors on an undisturbed 
surface, similarly to painting. 

The. medium called enamel is a fluid 
glass colored with metallic oxides.. This 
is finely ground and used, after which it is 
melted and fixed in position by heat in the 
glost or enamel oven, . 

Cloisonné was known to the Egyptians; 
it was largely practiced in ancient Byzan- 
tium, and°at Limoges (France), Cologne

Roman show how widespread the art was, 
and China, Japan, Persia and India have 
excelled in this work from an unknown 
period. The Limoges enamel workers gave 
up champlevé in the XVI. century, and 
enamel-painting flourished after that time. 
Noted Limoges enamel artists of the early 
period are:*The Penicauds (Nardon, Jean 
II., Jean III.), Jean and Pierre Courteys 
(or Courtois), Pierre .Raymond, Léonard 
Limousin, etc.. Later were the Laudins, 
Jean Court (called Vigier), Jean Limousin, 
etc. About 1632 the style of using vitrifi- 
able colors on gold for miniature paintings 
on watch cases, snuff boxes and trinkets 
came into vogue. They were on enamel 
ground. Battersea, Bilston and Liverpool 
enamels on copper belong to the second half 
of the XVIII. century. (See émail en 
blanc, émaillé en resille sur verre, émail en 
ronde bosse, émail ombrant, émoux a 
grand feu, etc.) 

Cloisonné and champlevé enamels were 
commonly called inlaid or encrusted, while 
the basse taille method was termed trans- 
parent enamel. 

Ceramic glazes that have been rendered 
opaque by oxide of tin are termed enamels, 
but potters. often use the term for any 
colors used in decoration over the glaze. 

ENAMEL coLors. Over-glaze, colors that 
are applied in ceramic decoration either 
by transfer printing or painting. 

ENAMELED EARTHENWARE is a term used 
sometimes for tin-glazed (enameled) .pot- 
tery. 

“ENAMELED PRINTING.” Burton defines 
this term as follows: “Patterns printed from 
engraved metal plates on to paper and then 
transferred to the surface of the fired glaze. 
Sometimes called ‘black-printing.’” Black, 
red and purple were the colors generally 
used during the XVIII. century.

This was then melted 
or fused with hot irons (cauteria), a small 
fillet of a different tint being inserted be- 
tween each flat tint.’ Fairholt says: ‘There 
is no antique painting extant which is 
properly called encaustic; all those sup- 
posed to be so have, on closer examination, 
proved to be in fresco, or in tempera.’ ”— 
Mollett. 

ENcAusTIc TILES. “Ornamental tiles for 
flooring, extensively used in the Middle 
Ages.”—Mollett. 

ENCAUSTIC DECORATION is that which is 
fixed by the heat of the oven. 

“ENCAUSTIC PAINTING.” “The name 
given by Wedgwood to his paintings exe- 
cuted in three or four shades of red, white 
and shining black on his black basalt 
wares. The colors were generally dry (i.e., 
not glossy), as they were painted directly 
on the body and not on the glaze.”— 
Burton.

over a rather thick silk glove, these rings 
were rather larger than those now in use. 
Bishops were in the habit of wearing sev- 
eral rings, which were never below the 
second joint of the finger; they also wore 
rings upon the thumbs. * * * Pontifi- 
cal rings were never, or very rarely, en- 
graved as signets, the bishops’ seals being 
cut upon separate matrices which, like the 
seals of abbots, were usually broken in 
pieces upon their decease. The rings which 
bishops were in the habit of bequeathing 
to kings, according to a common medieval 
custom, were not their pontifical rings, but 
their personal rings; their episcopal rings 
were often buried with them. * * * 
According to the ancient lore which ascribed 
mysterious properties to the various pre- 
cious stones, the. sapphire was said to have 
the power of subduing desire, growing dim 
when worn by the unworthy; it was also 
the color of the Virgin, and thought to be 
in peculiar sympathy with the heavens. 
The rings of the early bishops were of 
various materials, and were sometimes en- 
graved with designs; but in A. D. 1194 
Pope Innocent III. decreed that they must 
be of gold, and that the stones with which 
they were set must not be engraved.’— 
Brit. Mus, Guide. 

“EPISTLE SIDE” of the altar is the south 
side, because the Epistles were read at that 
side. 

Epuop (Heb.). “A short upper garment 
worn by the Jewish priests. The ephod, 
which was also worn by the Jewish judges 
and kings, was made of fine linen: that of 
the high priest consisted of a_ sleeved 
tunic woven with gold thread, purple, hy- 
acinth, and twisted flax. Two sardonyx 
stones set in gold adorned the clasps by 
which this tunic was fastened around the 
shoulders.”—Mollett.

\nswER:—Alloys suitable for statuary 
and busts consist of copper, 90 parts; tin,

Keep 
adding the zinc until the dip becomes the 
consistency of heavy cream. 

The jar containing the matt dip is now 
placed in a suitable cast-iron pot or kettle, 
in the bottom of which are placed bricks 
on which the jar should rest, allowing hot 
water circulation underneath it. A 20 gal- 
lon round, squat-type pot 12 inches deep 
and 17 inches in diameter, with foot sup- 
port to raise it from the gas burner, which 
can be placed underneath, serves as an ex- 
cellent receptacle for a five-gallon jar of 11 
inches diameter ‘and 12 inches deep. 

There will be a space of about 1% inches 
between the jar and the pot, and the jar 
will extend about three inches above top of 
pot. Fill the pot with water, then add one 
pound of sal soda. Steam or gas may be 
used to keep the water surrounding the 
crock or jar at the boiling point, as the 
matt dip must be used hot. The sal soda 
prevents the iron pot from rusting on the 
inside and counteracts any of the matt so- 
lution which may drop from the work while 
being transferred from the rinsing tank, 
which should be quite near. 

To cover over the open space between the 
jar and pot, a piece of sheet lead can be 
fitted half way round the circumference 
and extend over to the rinsing tank should 
it be near enough, thus obviating the drip- 
ping of the dip in the water. Next take 
some large pieces of scrap sheet brass, 
cleanse them thoroughly, bright dip, stir the 
matt dip, thoroughly immerse the brass 
until all action or effervescence has /ceased, 
shake off the surplus solution, rinse in cold 
water and give them a good bright dip. It 
may be necessary to dip them two or three 
times to bring the desired luster. Now ex- 
amine the matted surface to ascertain if it 
is smooth or coarse; if too coarse add 
some oil of vitriol; if too smooth add nitric 
acid to the matt dip, also a little zinc. 

If the surface is matted uneven add a 
little more water and work it for some 
time with scrap brass. After the dip is in 
good working condition, each morning be- 
fore working it, add two parts of oil of 
vitriol and one part nitric acid and a little 
dry carbonate of zinc and stir thoroughly. 
This proportion answers very well for high 
brass and oreide, also German si!ver; for 
copper add a little more oil of vitriol. 

The work is strung on copper wires, 
placed as not to touch one another, 
cleansed thoroughly and given a red dip, 
which is made as follows for a four-gallon

nitric acid and two quarts of water, eight 
ounces of muriatic acid may be added which 
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serves to give the work a bright appearance 
when taken from the dip. Rinse the work 
and pass through a good bright dip, im- 
merse in the hot matt dip until all action 
ceases, rinse and give a bright dip to take 
some of the matt off. 

The articles should have a bright smooth 
matted appearance, rinsed and _ passed 
through a weak cyanide dip, then gilded by 
either of three methods, viz. : dip, salt water 
or electroplate. The ‘gilding is retardea 
somewhat on acid matted surface and does 
not gild as fast as on polished ones. Upon 
brass or oreide medals and bars, for 
badges, nuggets or pendants for watch fobs, 
I believe this finish cannot be excelled by 
any other method. 

After the articles have been burnished 
upon the high lights and lacquered they 
present a beautiful appearance. Very often 
oreide medals are hard enameled and the 
matt dip serves the best for this class of 
work. If the sand blast is to be resorted 
to in producing the matt, the enamel must 
be protected; the satin finish wheel does 
not produce the desired result. There need 
be no fear of the enamel cracking or chip- 
ping out when put into the hot matt dip. 
The writer is operating a matt dip several 
hours each day, upon brass, oreide and Ger- 
man silver, and follows the above method 
of replenishing, and finds it never gets out 
of working order, and I deem it an indis- 
pensable asset in the plating room para- 
phernalia for matting. 

Rubber gloves, with long gauntlets, 
should be worn while holding the work in 
the matt dip as it spatters upward during 
the matting period, which should be no 
longer than about 10 to 15 seconds; if the 
action continues for some little time it is 
conclusive that there is not enough zinc in 
the dip, and some should be put in, as an 
excess of zinc is not harmful; in fact, it is 
to be advocated. 

One feature, which the writer has found 
to be advantageous, is to draw off once a 
month the acid liquid which is above the 
thick white portion of the matt dip. This 
will be noticed after the dip has settled 
over night; and add the same quantity of 
fresh acid, as this livens up the dip. Some 
platers advocate adding potassium nitrate, 
which is salt peter; others copper sulphate, 
but in the long run of the matt dip the 
writer has been unable to see any advant- 
ages to have been gained. 

The addition of hydrochloric acid to the 
dip is not to be recommended, as it pro- 
duces a very coarse matt, and is. quite diffi- 
cult to eradicate and produce a smooth matt 
afterwards. The white residue which is 
found in the bottom of an old bright dip of 
long standing is very good to add to a matt 
dip; it has the property of matting brass. 
This can readily be seen by dipping a piece 
of brass to the bottom of an old bright di» 
for a few moments. 

When a cold matt dip has considerable 
zine in it, that is when the acid has been 
entirely saturated, there being no free acid 

present, a cast-iron article, when heavily 
copper and. brass plated, can be matted 
without removing the plating. This only 
goes to show how tame a matt dip can be 
made, and. yet when hot and much: hydro- 
chloric acid has been added it can be made 
very ferocious.
